Keep Colorado Steers on Cheap Feeds as Long as 
Possible Says Prof. Bray 


The question of how soon steers can be 
gotten up to a full grain ration is not as 
important in Colorado as how long the 
steers can be run profitably on cheaper 
feeds, according to Chas. 1. Bray, professor 
of animal husbandry at the Colorado Agri- 
cultural college. In states where corn is 
cheap and plentiful, and two lots of steers 
are to be finished in one winter, one after 
the other, the steers are put on a full corn 
ration in four to six weeks, and get 15 to 
20 pounds of the grain a day, finishing in 
90 to 100 days. 

“In Colorado, feeds like hay and pulp are 
cheap and corn has to be shipped in, so that 
the practice is to have a long feeding period 
starting with very little grain and never go- 
ing over 8 to 10 pounds grain a day,” Prof. 
Bray says. “The fattening process has been 
likened to the blowing up of a football or 
auto tire, easy at first, but getting harder 
as the process continues. It has been shown 
more profitable in Colorado to feed heavily 
on the roughages and cheap feeds at the 
start and save the heaviest grain rations 
till the last six weeks or two months of 
feeding. 

“One lot of College experiment steers fed 


in 1918, got only alfalfa hay and wet pulp 
for the first 40 days of feeding yet gained 
practically 2 pounds a day. The following 
period of 110 days when they received from 
2 to 3 pounds of cotton seed cake and 2 to 
5 pounds of beet molasses they only gained 
2.41 pounds a day. The cost for the first 
period was 8.7c per pound gain and for the 
period they were getting concentrates the 
cost was 13.2c per pound gain. The concen- 
trates are necessary for finishing, but do 
most good during the latter part of the 
feeding period. In feeding tests in 1905, 
steers fed pulp and alfalfa, made 2.43 
pounds gain per day with a 5-pound ration 
of grain during the second five week period 
of feeding and only made 2.55 pounds gain 
per day the fifth five-week period on a 9.6 
pound grain ration. Had a heavy grain ra- 
tion beed fed during the early period, the 
gains could not have been much larger and 
would have been much more expensive.”— 
Record Stockman.

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What Has Future for Beef Cattle Producers? 


The beef cattleman is much 
richer in future prospects than in 
recent profits. Cornbelt feeders 
had an inning for a while with 
cheap corn and cheap stock cattle. 
At present, the high price of corn 
offsets any advantage there may 


be in low-priced stockers and feeders. Range cattlemen are not ex- 
periencing the improvement hoped for this year. In spite of lighter 
receipts of western cattle than in 1923, prices are running about 50 
to 75 cents lower and a sea of red ink was used in keeping books 


on cattle ranches last year. 


Practically every branch of agriculture has had a pronounced 
come-back since the depression started four years ago. 
exceptions are beef cattle production and the draft horse industry. 
Few producers had all their financial eggs in the horse basket, and 


sales of beef cattle always 
have made up a much larger 
share of farm income than sales 
of horses. Today, the centers of 
range cattle production are the 
only decidedly blue-tinged agri- 
cultural areas. 

Cattle are not one commod- 
ity, but several. Choice beef 
steers, common roughs, mature 
bullocks, yearlings, cows and 
heifers, stockers and feeders, all 
have their own habits of price 
behavior. Occasionally, they ad- 
vance or decline together and 
again they take opposing trends. 
A sweeping statement of the 
situation and market outlook can 
hardly be made that will hold true 
for all sizes, shapes and sexes. 

The immediate future of the 
cattle market can best be judg- 
ed in the light of seasonal ten- 
dencies. As a _ rule, receipts 
during October are the heaviest 
of the year. A larger propor- 
tion of the run goes back to the 
country for further finish than 
at any other time, but, even

the next three or four months as well as those in- 
volving the more distant future, runs as follows: 


1. During the next three months, good cattle will 
probably be more scarce than they usually are at this sea- 
son of the year. On the other hand, there will be an am- 
ple supply of the intermediate and lower grades of beef. 

2. Demand for beef during the fall may not be quite 
so broad as last year, and, from present indications, cat- 
tle prices may average slightly lower than at that time. 


8. Winter cattle feeding operations are not likely to 
be overdone, although soft corn usually stimulates short 
feeding and may cause a temporary glut of short-fed 
steers in early winter. While sound corn promises to be 
high-priced, the steer will furnish a reasonably good mar- 
ket for soft corn. Prices during the winter and spring 
will probably average much the same as a year previous, 
except for the choice grades which are likely to be higher. 


4. From the long-distance view point, it is possible 
that we are moving toward a beef shortage, but the ar- 
rival of such a shortage is a matter of several years. 

5. Low prices for thin steers of several years have 
added to the profits of cornbelt cattle feeders, while ranch 
cattlemen, who produced the feeders, have been unable to

St. Paul shows a marked falling 
off and total receipts of cattle at 
Kansas City since grassers began 
to move have been lighter than a

In some cases, western cattle have been held back waiting for 
improvement in prices, or to make more complete uses of grass, 
but in other sections dry weather has been driving them to market. 
Altogether, it is probable that the ranges are marketing in some- 
where near normal fashion, so that there will not be a big carry- 
over to be sold during November and December. Financially weak 
outfits are liquidating again this year, but sales are not as con-

All parts of the cornbelt also 
furnish more or less beef of the 
same sort as that coming from 
the western ranges and the pas- 
ture area in the Southwest.

If the range beef harvest does 
run 10 per cent less than a year 
ago, in line with the official esti- 
mate, there will still be an abund- 
ance of grass beef. As already 
indicated, the peak of this supply 
is practically at hand, however, 
and prices henceforth should de- 
velop a more resilient tone.

(First prize junior and reserve champi- 
on Abcrdcen-Angus baby beef, Iowa State 
Fair, 1924.) 

At the beginning of the contest, I fed 
ground corn, whole oats, bran and oil meal 
together with all the clover hay they want- 
ed. During the winter months, corn silage 
was also fed. During the latter part of the 
feeding period, I had the oats rolled and 
added _ crushed 
barley and molas- 
ses to the ration. 
The molasses was 
dissolved in wa- 


ter and sprinkled 
over the feed— 
just enough to 
moisten it well. 
Salt was kept be- 
fore the calves at 
all times, and 
they had plenty 
of fresh water. 

The feeder 
should bear in 
mind that an ani- 
mal _ should _ be 
started on feed 
slowly and fed 
regularly. 

I was ver 
careful that the 
calves did not go 
“Om teea. If 
they did, I cut 
down on the am- 
ounts fed for 


a few feeds, and 
then gradually 
increased it until 
they were on full 
fced again. 

During the 
summer months,’ 
when the weather 
was hot, and the 
flics were bad, 
the calves were 
kept in a cool, 
dark stall during 
the day, and ina 
dry lot at night. 
When I had a day 
off, I took some 
clean water and 
tar soap and gave 
them a thorough 
washing. They 
were also taught 
to stand squarely 
on all four feet 
and to hold their 
heads up well. 

At the 1924 
county fair, held 
at West Liberty, 
in the Aberdeen- 
Angus class Mac 
won first. I also had steers placing second, 
third and sixth in the Aberdeen-Angus class 
and a Shorihorn to place sixth in the Short- 
horn class. Later, Mac was made grand 
champion steer over the 42 head of baby 
beeves shown at West Liberty. 

At the Iowa State Fair, in a class of 68 
junior yearling steers, Mac won Ist. In a 
class of 75 senior yearling steers, two of my 
steers placed 18th and 21st, the other Ab- 
erdeen-Angus and Shorthorn “getting the 
gate.” 

A few days later, in the open class, Mac, 
having for his competition steers from sev- 
enteen herds of pure bred Aberdeen-Angus, 
and what is said to be the greatest Aber- 
deen-Angus show on record, won ist in his 
class and later was made grand champion 
of the show. Mae was purchased by H. O. 
Harrison, Woodland, California, owner of 
the world-famous Blackcap Revolution, at 
20 cents a pound. He will show him at the 
International fat stock show, held at Chi- 
cago, and I, having won a trip, hope to see 
him show.

Ethel Babcock, Woodbury County. 


(First prize Aberdeen-Angus and grand 
champion baby beef, Inter-State Fair, 1924.) 

My baby beef, Laddie, was calved April 
20, 1923. He came from the herd of pure 
bred Aberdeen-Angus owned by Mr. George 
Nicholas of Lawton, Iowa. He ran in the 
pasture with his mother until the day papa 
brought him home, the latter part of No- 
vember. Instead of losing, as many calves 
do at the weaning time, he continued to gain 
on his new ration of oats and alfalfa hay. 
He never lost his “baby” or “milk” fat 
which gave him a big advantage over other 
calves. From the start, he had a wonderful 
appetite and when we began our club rec- 
ords on December 15, 1923, he weighed in 
at exactly 500 pounds. I kept him on the 
oat and alfalfa ration during December and 
January, but in February began feeding him 
some shelled corn, gradually increasing the 
corn and decreasing the oats until June, 
when the. oats were left out entirely. During 
June and July, I fed oil meal, only fifteen 
pounds in June and thirty in July. He ate 
more torn during July than at any other 
period. In August I omitted the oil meal 
and fed a few oats and ground barley well 
mixed with his corn, continuing this ration

Glade Springs, Va., October 31, 1924. 
Editor Aberdeen-Angus Journal:

The Aberdeen-Angus seems to be coming 
more and more into favor, for last week we 
sold a baby beef prospect to a boy whose 
father owns a herd of registered Short- 
horns, and this week we sold three to a man 
who has a registered herd of Herefords. His 
children will feed three Herefords and three 
Aberdeen-Angus. Numbers of boys and 
girls in this State have mixed the breeds, 
feeding one each of the two or three breeds, 
and probably more often the father owns a 
registered herd of one of the breeds. This 
shows a disposition on the part of our peo- 
ple to try out the different breeds under 
like conditions in order to find out which is 
best suited. 

Aberdeen-Angus are recognized as the 
quickest maturing breed and the Show and 
open market reports tell the rest, to say 
nothing of the easy feeding qualities and 
the fact that many are real duel purpose 
cows. No one breed has a monopoly on pro- 
ducing good milk cows, that ‘also produce 
real show cattle from a strictly beef stand- 
point. The markets for years have shown 


the quick maturing ones have been most 
profitable regardless of breed, with the fin- 
ished youngsters selling best most of the 
time.

When I first began feeding Laddie, I kept 
him in a large clean stall with my biother’s 
calf, and let him run in a dry lot, where he 
could have all the fresh water he wanted. 
Then he ran in a small pasture with run- 
ning water in the daytime and in the barn 
at night. Next, when the flies came, we 
fixed up a dark stall for both our calves, 
tacking burlap over the door and windows 
to help keep out the flies, but he was at 
liberty to go out of doors or to the water 
tank any time he wanted to. During August 
and September, until the end of the feeding 
period, we kept him tied in a dark stall, 
keeping a heavy blanket on him and water- 
ing and feeding him three times a day. At 
night, we turned him in the grove for exer- 
cise. During this period, I curried him 
twice a day and in the morning rubked him 
with a mixture of olive oil 4%, bay rum %, 
and witch hazel %. Almost every night, be- 
fore we turned our calves out, we had a lit- 
tle “calf show” of our own, leading them 
and papa telling us how to make them stand 
correctly for the show ring. Laddie was 
most too lazy to hold his head up at first, 
but after a little training he learned to 
stand straight with his head well up. He 
was always easy to handle, having a very 
kind disposition. We all made a pet of him 
and I think it helped to make him gain so 
well. Contentment, plenty of pure fresh 
water, regular feeding, and kind treatment 
are what I consider the main factors in suc- 
cessful feeding. 

Laddie not only won the Grand Cham- 
pionship, but took first place when shown 
against the young Angus steers of the 
breeders and second place among older 
steers.

Re- 
tail prices in the leading cities are running 
4 little lower in line with cheaper beef on 
the hoof, however, so that the total amount 
of beef passing into consumption compares 
favorably with a year ago. Furthermore, 
employment seems to be increasing again 
and should expand rather than contract 
from its present volume.

Finally, a word as to the more distant 
future. Ten years ago, we had a beef short- 
age, the climax of which was reached in 
1914. High prices for cattle during that 
shortage and during the war period which 
followed, acted as a strong stimulus upon 
beef production which reached the peak of 
expansion in 1918 and 1919. Since that 
time, unprofitable prices have caused cur- 
tailment, although there has been but little 
net change since 1922 in the total number 
of cattle other than milk cows reported on 
farms. The range states and cotton belt 
have reduced their herds, but increases in 
the Middle West have made up for losses 
elsewhere. It cannot be said that we have 
entered a period of beef shortage, although 
we seem to be heading in the direction of 
such a shortage. 

At least, it seems likely that the reduc- 
tion of range herds as a result of prolonged 
liquidation means less beef from that quar- 
ter. As already pointed out, this year’s 
range beef harvest shows a decline of about 
10 per cent. The cornbelt is not so much 
interested in the decline in the supply of 

. beef as it is in the shrinkage in the number 
of stocker and feeder cattle that will be 
available. For three years, feed lots have 
been filled at bargain counter rates and 
the same is true this year, but the big sale

is about over. Ten years ago the problem 
of high cost: of feeders was much more ser- 
ious than it has been recently, but it prom- 
ises to return to plague the feeder within 
five years’ time. 

At present, the beef cattle market is but 
little influenced by conditions abroad. Our 
prices are too high to permit exports of any 
consequence, while the present tariff on 
both live cattle and dressed beef tends to 
keep out any large volume of foreign sup- 
plies. The western provinces of Canada, 
however, have not yet found a satisfactory 
market for all of their thin cattle, so that 
they will probably appear each fall at St. 
Paul and Chicago. 

Refrigeration methods are well enough 
worked out to enable Argentina to put chill 
ed beef in our markets. Ten or twelve years 
ago, when we began to import from Argen- 


ket. 


tina, it was necessary to send frozen beef 
which did not appeal strongly to the Amer- 


ican consumer. Great Britain always has 
bought most of the Argentine surplus and 
the improvement in economic conditions in 
Great Britain and on the continent, which 
seems to be in prospect, promises to absorb 


the Argentine beef supply without difficulty 


and prevent any great pressure on our mar- 
Of course, if a beef shortage should 
develop in the United States in the next few 
years, the higher level of prices undoubted- 
ly would attract Argentine beef to our 
shores.

| THE WAY THEY DO IT IN MINNESOTA 


Protably cne of the most striking exam- 
ples of how it pays to breed and feed good 
Akerdeen-/ ngus cattle for market purposes 
has keen cemonstrated by Mr. E. H. Schloe- 
man, of Mankato, Minnesota, who together 
w'th his wife and daughter Grace just com- 
ple’ed a weeks’ visit in Iowa and returned 
by way of Wekster City in order to give us 
the once over. A more pleasant and inter- 
es ing cal cculd hardly te expected. Mr. 
Schloeman is a man of sixty-five but more 
active and wi’eawake than the average man 
at forty, mainta‘ns active management of 
his 720 acre farm and does a good share of 
the heavy work himself. Jn earlier years 
he was cne of the most active horsemen in 
the state of Iowa, later going to Chicago, 
and finally seven vears ago retiring to his 
splendid farm in Minneso’a to enioy life 
with the Do’dies. Riverview Stock farm 
is the home of a herd of 247 head of Aker- 
deen-Angus cattle, 87 of which are this 
year’s calves: 117 cows have teen ktred for 
next year’s calf crop. These calves are care- 
fu'ly ra‘sed and fed out on the farm. In 
August this year, 62 head were shipred to 
Chicago and they struck the worst day of 
the season. the day that Wilson & Co. met 
their misfortune which demoralized the 
market for that day. The lot averaged &88 
poun’s and sold at $10.75. They were of 
exceptional high quality such as will cause 
the next shipment from this farm to sell at 
the top for the dress‘ng sheet for the entire 
lot showed 61.20 rer cent. 

The cattle on Riverview farm are looking 
forward to a good winter for there are 450 
tons of hay in the karns and a pair of mam- 
moth s‘los are crammed to the brim with 
good Minnesota corn silage. The seventy 
acres of alfalfa have produced three crops 
of hay and the fourth is knee high now. 


Speaking of milking cows, Mr. Schloeman 
said: “Let me ’e!] you something atout the 
milking qualities of the Aberdeen-Angus 
cow. We have eleven head that we milk 
and the Lutter fat returns from these elev- 
en head averaged $128.72 for last year. This 
year thev will co a little better.” If this 
isn't a real farrmer’s cow where on earth will 
she ke found? 

Th's enecrge'ic, hus‘ling booster for the 
breed assured the Journal that he was four 
square for the Representative Delegate sys- 
tem of government for the American Aber- 
deen-Angus Bree’ers’ Association and that 
he was co‘ng everything within his power 
to see that the new sys*em was rut into ef- 
fec’. Before leaving the office he left a 
fine photograph of the consignment which 

ent to Chicago last August, and it is hop- 
ed] that we will socn be able to present it 
to Journal readers. 

Tn adcition to his cattle operations this 
man grcws corn, the finest in the whole 
state he c'aims. and if the sample which he 
left at this office is any cri erion the asser- 
tion can te fully tacked up. He has already 
talen or’ers for one hundred fifty bushels 
of th’s fine golden grain to Fe used as seed 


' for next vear and savs he has akout 1000 


bushels sti!] on hand. No severe frosts came 
early this year so his crop is in excellent 
share. It might not ke a kad idea for some 
of the men who are toiling along with their 
cattle to get in touch with this man to see 
how he does it. Through his system of 
farming he is able to market at good fig- 
ures evervthing that grows on the farm, the 
returns from various items sold this year 
has already totaled a little better than 
$13.500.
